He has estimated that 400 to 
500 operators will qualify under 
the new law, from the former 
total of about: 700 nursing 
homes in the state. A disas- 
trous nursing home fire last 
Feb, 17 emphasized the lack of | 
adequate state control and 
forced speedy passage of a new 
regulatory law by the 1957 
Legislature. The fire, in the 
Katie Jane Memorial Home in 
Warrenton, Mo., cost the lives 
of 72 patients.

“Bach party assumes an ob- 
ligation not to use nuclear 
weapons if: an armed attack 
has not placed the party in a 
situation of individual or col- 
lective self-defense.”

M propaganda organs 
said the United States’s “delu- 
sion” that the Soviet Union 
could be defeated in a future 
war with relative itapunity had 
been shattered by Soviet suc- 
cess with the missile. The 
government press and radio 
claimed that Soviet possession 
of a missile capable of striking 
“any spot on the globe” should 
“cool down those hotheads” in 
the United States. 


These were the first com- 
ments here on the Soviet an- 
nouncement late Monday night 
that it had successfully fired a 
“super long-range” missile that 
fell in its assigned target area. 
The news itself was carried 
in an almost self +consciously 
restrained manner by all papers 
Tuesday, but the press and 
radio began yesterday to adapt 
the missile to their propaganda 
requirements. 
‘Contribution to Peace.’ 

It was held up as a “great 
and valuable contribution to the 
fight for peace” because it ren- 
dered disarmament on Soviet 
terms all the more urgent.

The Southern Democrat did 
so in the face of an earlier as- 
sertion by Senator William F. 
Knowland of California, Senate 
Republican majority leader, that 
Thurmond’s effort was futile. 

Hours later, indicating he 
still was not about to quit, 
Thurmond said he intended te 
“discuss at some length” the 
protections he said South Caro- 
lina voters get under state Jaws. 
He proceeded to do just that. 

Interruption for Proxmire. 

He got a 4 minute respite 
after more than 16 hours of 
talking when William Proxmire 
Was sworn in as Wisconsin's 
new Senator. Thurmond sat 
down while the oath was ad- 
ministered to Proxmire. The 
break was a little longer than 
a few he had gained earlier by 
ylelding for questions. 

As soon as Proxmire had 
taken the oath, Thurmond went 
doggedly on. He was haggard, 
and at times spoke in an almost 
inaudible voice. 

It took a unanimous consent 
agreement for the Proxmire 
ceremony. 

In one exchange with Sena- 
tor William Langer (Rep.), 
North Dakota — without such 
agreement by which he yielded 
the floor temporarily — Thur- 
mond forgetfully sank into his 
chair, but he was up in a flash. 

Thurmond had not been out 
of the chamber for nearly 12 
hours as he ran into his seven- 
teenth hour. 

He showed flashes of temper 
when other Senators conferred, 
in whispers, on the floor. At 
one point he called for order 
in the chamber when a clerk 
whispered something to Senator 
Ralph Yarborough (Dem), 
Texas, who was presiding at 
the time.

Knowland, looking fresh in

NEW JUVENILE COD 
APANED TO POL 


Judge Jones of County 
Notes Bar Against Jailing 
and Fingerprinting. 


Circuit Judge Douglas L. C. 
Jones, juvenile court judge in 
St. Louis county, today warned 
all police departments in the 
county that under provisions of 
the new juvenile code, effective 
today, they can no longer jail 
youthful offenders or finger- 
print them. 

In letters to law enforcement 
agencies in the county, Judge 
Jones pointed out that the pur- 
pose of the new law is to safe- 
guard the rights of juveniles 
and prevent compilation of po- 
lice records against them. He 
inclosed a mimeographed sheet 
listing some of the more im- 
portant provisions of the law. 

The law is designed to meet 
the growing problem of child 
delinquency in the state by 
stressing guidance, rather than 
punishment. It provides that a 
child coming within the juris- 
diction of the juvenile court 
shall ‘receive such “care, guid- 
ance and control, preferably in 
his own home, as will coriduce 
to the child’s welfare and the 
best interests of the state.” 

The practice of designating 
young offenders as 
quents” is eliminated under the 
new code. It further provides 
that whenever neglected chil- 
dren, or youths suspected of 
violating laws, are taken into 
custody, such detention shall 
not be considered an arrest, 

It prohibits photographing 
and .fingerprinting of youthful 
offenders without permission of 
the juvenile court. The court 
has the authority to transfer 
cases of juveniles charged with 
serious crimes to circuit court 
for prosecution under the regu- 
lar criminal statutes. 

The law applies to youths un- 
der the age of 17 years.

REHABILITATION 


15 to 17 Pct. Discharged 
After Treatment at 
Hospital — Patient 
Load Is Heavy. 


Fifteen to 17 per cent of the 
patients now admitted to St. 
Louis Chronic Hospital are dis- 
charged after treatment, prin- 
cipally as the result of estab- 
lishment of a rehabilitation pro- 
gram, Dr. Joseph P. Costello 
Jr., medical director, said to- 
day. 

' Prior to establishment of the 
program in March 1955, admis- 
sion to the hospital was “a one- 
way trip’ for the patient, Dr. 


Costello said. 


The majority of patients dis- 
charged, are able to leave be- 
cause of rehabilitation, although 
some. are moved to private in- 
stitutions, such as nursing 
homes, he said. 
Joseph B. Shank, superin- 
tendent of the institution, for- 
merly the City Infirmary, gave 
full credit to Dr. Costello and 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker's ad- 
ministration for improvement 
in the operation of the hospital. 
“We now are geared to re- 
habilitation rather than just 
custodial care,” he said. 


Still Overcrowded. 


Despite the fact some pa- 
tients now are discharged, the 
hospital still is overcrowded, 
Shank said. The patient load at 
present is 1451, as, compared 
with 1414 last Jan. 1 and an 
average patient load of 1385 
four years ago, he said. 

Closing of some private nufs- 
ing homes. as a result of the 
new state regulations caused 
a slight increase in the patient 
load at the hospital, Shank 
said, 

In addition, 30 patients were 
transferred to the Chronic Hos- 
pital from City Hospital and 
eight were moved from Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital in July. 
The city sought to lighten pa- 
tient loads at those hospitals, 
reserving them for treatment of 
acute cases. 

“At present, we have some 
400 more patients here than we 
should have, I believe,” Shank 
said. “We are conducting a 
survey to determine just how 
many patients we should be 
limited to on the basis of reg- 
ulations set out in the Missouri 
hospital licensing law.”

Zeckendorf said he called the 
Mayor and said: “I hereby offer 
you—do you want to keep those 
fellows in New York?”

Zeckendorf had bought out 
his associates in Webb & Knapp 
by 1949, at prices which yielded 
them profits estimated from 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000. Bejan 
said acquiring sole ownership 
of the firm was a big venture 
for the promoter, and Zecken- 
dorf sought a stock exchange 
listing for his firm. 

“If one has a privately-owned

He contended that the United 
States had sent individuals into 
Albania to “carry on espionage, 
sabotage and murders.”

State and local officials are to 
be highly commended for their 
prompt legislative action to protect 
the aged citizéns of Missouri who 
are forced. by circumstances to live 
in rést homes. 

The tragedy of fire brought us 
natianal publicity on the conditions 

our aged. 

But necessary precautions in- 
creased costs. 

Our senior citizens living on state 
relief are faced with a fast diminish- 
ing dollar. 


We boast that we are the most 
enlightened d intelligent people 
on earth, but‘if we will study the 
plans of Europe, Asia and even 
Africa we will find we lag behind 
in this field of caring for the aged. 

We lag behind also in securing 
medical care through the federal 
health program, not only for the 
aged ‘but for all poor people who 
cannot afford it. Many states are 
enjoying this aid but Missouri has 
failed to avail itself of it. 

Our Joint Council of Women's 
Auxiliaries Welfare Association is a 
non-profit organization. We have 
been in the field of caring for poor 
elderly a for more than 26 
years. e find that their major 
problem is low income. 


We who are in close contact with 
the care of the aged also know the 
increased problem of senility that 
attacks old people and calls for spe- 
cial care, costing more money, of 
course, which they do not have. If 
it were not for supplemental aid 
given by our United Fund Agency, 
the problem of caring for the agéd 
would be more acute still. 

So in behalf of our senior citizens, 
we ask that all engaged in thi& work 
join hands to carry out not merely 
a planning study, but a plan of 
action that will give them the se- 
curity and consideration America’s 
aged people deserve. 

They do not seek luxuries; they 
just want care and sympathy, good 
wholesome food and proper and safe 
housing. They should have at least 
the inary comforts of life. 

When we look these facts in the 
face, our senior citizens will know 
we are really aware of their needs. 

We are planning for safer build- 
fmgs and other needs we believe our 
residents should have. But it will 
take some aid from the community 
not yet provided, and the aid of our 
Federal Government, which is try- 
ing to help non-profit organizations 
do a better and safer job.

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Not TVA Timber 

Arnold R. Jones came to the Senate a weak 
nominee for the Tennessee Valley Authority 
board, and questioning shows him weaker still. 

Mr. Jones testified that as acting director of 
the Bureau of the Budget he signed a letter 
advising Congress on the TVA self-financing 
bill, though he had not written the letter or 
even read it, but only examined it generally 
without going into details. 

This plainly shows, it seefns to us, a lack of 
thoroughness toward his work, a superficial 
sense of responsibility for it, and an over- 
eagerness to do as he is bidden, all of which 
would be out of place on the TVA board. 

Mr. Jones testified further that “I had no 
reservations when I signed that letter.” At 
another time he testified that he agreed with 
the principles set forth in the letter but not 
with all the applications of those principles— 
and if that is not a reservation, what is it? 

The nominee said “I think TVA could live 
within the recommendations.” At another time 
he said the $200,000,000 bond limit recommend- 
ed in the letter was too low. At still an- 
Other time he said TVA could operate to better 
advantage under the terms of the Kerr bill than 
under the terms of the Budget Bureau recom- 
mendations because it would have “more free- 
dom of operation” and “greater flexibility.” 

Still again Mr. Jones testified that “as a di- 
rector of TVA, I would prefer not to have those 
restrictions.” By his own testimony he signed 
his name to recommendations whith he knew 
would cramp the agency he aspires to head. 

Mr. Jones said eight times in three days of 
examination that if the President gave him an 
order which he could not reconcile with the 
best interests of TVA, he would resign. He 
then issued a statement saying that he would 
make up his mind if and when the time came. 
How is dependence to be placed on a person 
who squirms in and out of positions? 

It is unfortunate for an agency of govern- 
ment to be compelled to operate with a crippled 
board. TVA’s board cannot legally function 


until at least one more director is seated, sinte 


it lacks a quorum. Only the chairman, Gen. 
Vogel, remains on the three-man board. 

While this is an undesirable state of affairs, 
we do not believe it to be as undesirable as 
placing on the board a man as weak and unsure 
as the President’s choice is showing himself. 

As Floyd Jones, speaking for the 23 electric 
co-operatives distributing TVA electricity in 
Tennessee, said: 


I think it would be better not to have a 
full board for months than to have a board 
that would cause us to lose the progress 
TVA has made in the last 24 years. 


Meanwhile, the Senate ought to get down to 
the real point, which is not Arnold Jones or any 
other nominee, but the incumbent director and 
chairman, Gen. Vogel. 

For three years Chairman Vogel has sown 
confusion and consternation in TVA, and 
aroused the gravest apprehension that he 
means to wreck this two-bilfion-dollar property 
of the American people. 

Appeals for an investigation of Gen. Vogel's 
stewardship have come to Congress from re- 
sponsible organizations and individuals in the 
Tennessee Valley. 

It is time those appeals were being heeded. 
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Nikes for St. Louis 

Metropolitan St. Louis evidently is going to 
enjoy the protection of a ring of Nike guided 
missile emplacements after all. Representa- 
tives Frank M. Karsten of St. Louis and Melvin 
Price of East St. Louis report that the Army, 
after several months of peculiar backing and 
filling, now means to go ahead with the Nike 
project for this area. 

Nike sites will be near House Springs in Jef- 
ferson county, and Edwardsville, Grafton and 
Red Bud on the Illinois side of the metropoli- 
tan district. These will provide St. Louis with 
an air defense befitting its importance as a key 
transportation, manufacturing and population

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A Nod to Immigration 

Congress is completing action on the first 
change in the McCarran-Walter Immigration 
Act since that law was passed over former 
President Truman's veto in 1952. The change 
is a minimum, but at least it is a change. 

As passed by the Senate, 65 to 4, and by the 
House, 293 to 58, the bill now in conference is 
intended to do no more.than relieve hardship 
cases among prospective immigrants. It would 
permit use of 18,656 non-quota visas left over 
when the special Refugee Relief Act expired 
last Dec. 31. It would let the Government waive 
the ridiculous requirements for fingerprinting 
every foreign visitor. It would admit some 
young orphans, speed up naturalization of alien 
children adopted by Americans abroad and 
grant permanent residence to a few thousand 
more aliens. 

All this is helpful, but it hardly touches the 
basic problems of the law. It does not come 
close to the revisions demanded by every presi- 
dential candidate since 1952, nor to the recom- 
mendations of President Eisenhower. The most 
that can be said of the present bill is that it 
is all that can be expected this late in the con- 
gressional session. 

The McCarran-Walter law stands as a re- 
minder to the world that the United States is 
exceedingly suspicious of aliens, and unwilling 
to admit morp than perhaps 125,000 or so a 
year under quotas.

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If Only It Were True 


“Heretofore no one ever has mentioned dur- 
ing August the subject of school.” So says 
The New York Times. Would that it were so! 
But most of us did learn long, long ago that 
August is the saddest month in the year just 
because there is so much mentioning of school. 
As a month, August is much like Sunday, as a 
day—a fine, free time shadowed by warnings of 
work ahead. 

August rarely is more than a week old before 
somebody says—and always in the presence of 
the young—that “it will be time to start back 
to the city on the 15th; school, you know.” After 
that the word comes up almost daily. Children 
are told to get their things together for school.

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Traffic Arrests Not the Object 


It is natural to look forward to three-day holi- 
day weekends—such as the Labor Day weekend 
just ahead—as miniature vacations. Yet they 
are overshadowed by the dread of serious auto- 
mobile accidents. There could be no more dras- 
tic warning against this highway slaughter than 
the grim predictions of the National Safety 
Council. Yet these generally are all too true. 

Other warnings also ate issued. This year, 
for instance, J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI joined 
in. Yet it seemed to us that he struck one false 
note. He urged motorists not to object to un- 
marked police cars and concealed radar speed- 
measuring devices since these are intended for 
their own safety. The intention is good, but 
the method comes closer to entrapment than to 
enforcement of speed and other traffic laws. 

The police should make every effort to con- 
trol holiday traffic. But surely it is more de- 
sirable that a clearly marked patrol car—or a 
bold sign indicating a radar system—should in- 
duce caution, and so avert the violations which 
might lead to accidents, than that they should 
be employed to take a violator unawares. 

This is no excuse for the motorist who feels 
he must obey the law only when he is under 
surveillance. But since there are such drivers, 
no opportunity ought to be passed up to let 
them know that<hey are under surveillance. The 
object should be to prevent death and injury— 
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The Billboards Win Again

In a thoroughly bipartisan scrim- 

mage, the Senate Public Works Com- 
mittee killed a bill offered by Senator 
Neuberger (Dem.), Oregon, designed to 
discourage billboards along interstate 
highways. Four Republicans and three 
Democrats shaded three Republicans 
and three Democrats in what Neuberger 
termed a defeat “for what the song 
‘America the Beautiful’ is all about.” 
’ The scope of the defeated bill is in- 
dicated by the fact that its provisions 
would have applied to 41,000 miles of 
highway, costing 33 billion dollars. 
Neuberger said a lobby representing 
the billboard industry defeated his bill 
in committee. Another and not contra- 
dictory comment would be that one 
Senator defeated it—any one of the 
majority of seven. 

The cause of keeping highways free 
from the defacement of billboards is a 
good cause. Insofar as they are read, 
they are a distraction and hence a safe- 
ty hazard. Read or not, they are blots 
on the landscape. 

If Congress will not regulate bill- 
boards, and even if it will, the states 
should not neglect their responsibility. 
Though Ohio, for instance, has a firm 
grip on billboards, Illinois does not. In 
the last session of our Legislature, the 
Senate Highways and Traffic Regula- 
tions Committee, by a vote of 11 to 4, 
defeated a bill banning the big signs 
from limited access highways in the 
state. 

Despite all reverses, we remain of the 
opinion that billboards along highways 
are, in the words of the defeated bill 
sponsored by state Senators Robert 
McClory and W. Russell Arrington, 
“inimical to the public safety, health, 
and welfare,” and interferences “with 
the pleasure, air, light, and enjoyment 
of the use of ... highways.” 


Memphis’ Commercial Appeal 


Lobbyists for the billboard industry 
have earned their keep in Washington. 
Attempts to protect the public from this 
blight along the interstate system of 
superhighways, for which the public 
will pay, have been blocked. 

It is a strange commentary on con- 
gressional mechanics that this question 
of the public interest should fall into 
the hands of the House subcommittee 
on public roads, with a chairman who 
has an interest in an advertising sign 


company, without any move toward 
himself. 
Stranger still, the subcommittee 


never considered a law to regulate bill-

The Senate Public Works Committee 
has bowed lock, stock and paste-pot to 
the billboard interests. By a vote of 
7 to 6, the committee killed the bill of 
Senator Neuberger (Dem.), Oregon, to 
regulate billboards and other signs 
along the nation’s new 41,000-mile in- 
terstate highway system. 


Still alive in the House is a com- 
panion bill sponsored by Milwaukee's 
Representative Reuss. But no hearings 
have been held, and hopes for its pas- 
sage have been dimmed, if not dashed, 
by the Senate committee’s vote. 

For the American public which is 
paying the billions of dollars that the 
new superhighways will cost, the action 
is distressing. The Neuberger bill would 
not have prohibited billboards. Its pur- 
pose was. only to limit them to afeas 
where they have their place and where 
they do not mar the beauty of the coun- 
tryside or create driving hazards. Nor 
would the bill have forced states to 
conform to federal standards. It would 
only have rewarded conformance by 
paying them 90%4 per cent instead of 
90 — cent of the cost of the interstate 
roads. 


The states, of course, have it within 
their power to impose billboard regu- 
lations. But the Wisconsin Legislature 
this year ignored both a comprehensive 
Democratic control measure and a 
simpler Republican bill that would 
have authorized the State Highway 
Commission to acquire restrictive ease- 
ments 500 feet back from the interstate 
system routes. ‘Now, if ever, is the time 
to protect the roadside when right of 
ways for the new highways are being 
acquired. 

But without federal inducement or 
state desire, the billboard fence seems 
destined to march alongside the ribbons 
of new concrete. And travelers will 
discover too late that billboards have 
beaten them to the beauty spots they 
should be privileged to enjoy.

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SYRIA DECLARES 
RED BLOG ARMS

DAMASCUS, Aug. 29 — Of- 
ficials here said yesterday that 
Syria’s new Soviet bloc arms 
had been acquired. for purely 
defensive purposes. 

They said they believed there 
was some “hidden aim” behind 
the statement by United States 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles that Syria’s neighbors 
were greatly disturbed over the 
shipments of weapons. 

These assertions were Syria’s 
reaction to the comments Dulles 
made at a press conference 


As has been the case for more 
than a week the government 
seemed to be preoccupied with 
trying to eradicate the impres- 
sion created abroad that Syria 
had fallen into the Soviet orbit 
and was posing a threat to pro- 
Western states around its fron- 
tiers. 

Chagrin in Foreign Office. 

The Minister of Education, 
Hani Sibai, took up cudgels yes- 
terday. Perhaps ‘somewhat to 
the chagrin of Syria’s foreign 
policy spokesmen, he issued his 
reaction to Dulles’s statement 
after the Foreign Office had re- 
fused to comment on the sub- 
ject. A Foreign Office spokes- 
man had told newsmen that 
there would be no comment un- 
til the Dulles statement had 
been discussed at’the next cab- 
inet meeting, scheduled Friday. 

Sibai declared that Syrian 
armament was “designed for 
defense measures only to make 
the army capable of repelling 
threats surrounding her bor- 
ders.” 

Dulles had said Syria’s neigh- 
bors were “greatly disturbed 
over the fact that there has 
been this pumping in of a very 
large quantity of military equip- 
ment which gives Syria impor- | ¥ 
tant offensive capabiliities and 
the apparent lodging of the con- 
trol of those weapons in the 
hands of those who seem to be 
influenced, at least, by inter- 
national Communism. 


Denies Visit Reports. 
By the United Press. 

Foreign Minister Salah El- 
Bitar denied a report that So- 
viet Communist party chief Ni- 
kita S. Khrushchev and Premier 
Bulganin would visit Syria be- 
fore the end of the year. 

The Foreign Minister de- 
scribed the report distributed 
by a Western news agency as 
“resumption of the propaganda 
campaign against Syria.” 

An official denial also was 
made of the report published 
in the Cairo newspaper Al Ah- 
ram that Syrian President Shu- 
kri Kuwatly had asked the cab- 
inet for three months’ leave to 
undergo a gall bladder opera- 
tion in Switzerland. 

Syrian Information Minister 
Salah Akeel said the 
newspaper. story was “totally 
contradictory to the facts.” 

Kuwatly returned recently to 
Damascus from Alexandria, 
Egypt, where he underwent a 
medical examination.

"M one who for years has 
| just taken trained animals in 

stride, never giving them 
much thought one way or the 
other. But the other day I was 
sitting there at the ‘handsome 
new Elephant House at the 
Zoo, surrounded by my children 
and hundreds of other people 
and their children, watching 
the .elephants cutting various 
capers, when this question 
popped into my mind: just 


‘how do you go about teaching 


an elephant to do _ tricks? 
Even more than that, how do 
you teach eight elephants all 
to do tricks at the same time? 


The more I thought about it, 
the more curious I became, so 
the ‘next day I was backstage 
with Floyd Smith, the man who 
trained the eight young Asiatic 
elephants who perform in the 
show, and knows about as 
much about elephants as .any- 
one in the business. 


Smith, a genial man in his 
early forties, has the further 
distinction of being self taught. 
It all started about 25 years 
ago when he was in charge of 
the animal house on the hill, 
where they used to keep one 
elephant and the rhino and the 
hippo, 


They didn’t have any ele- 
phant show in those days, 
Floyd recalls, but he taught the 
one elephant to do a simple 
little trick. He had a scrub 
brush used to clean up the 
joint, and he would put it in 
the elephant’s trunk. She would 
swing it back and forth, and 
Floyd taught her, by constant 
prodding, to hold up a forefoot 
at the samé time: When the 
elephant swung the brush back 
and forth it looked as though 
she were polishing her nails. 
The Sunday crowds got a big 
kick out of it. 


“Well,” as Floyd says, “you 
know George Vierheller. Great- 
est showman in the world.” 
Vierheller, director of the zoo 
and a man with an inborn tal. 


ent for showmanship, - said, 
“Floyd, I’m going to get you 
some more elephants, and 


you're going to teach them 
some tricks and we'll have an 
elephant show.”

LOYD pleaded that he didn’t 
F know a thing about training 

elephants, Vierheller blithly 
informed him he and the ele- 
phants could learn together, 
and bought more elephants. 


Floyd first went to the pub- 
lic library where he thought 
he might find a book on the 
fundamentals of elephant train- 
ing. Or maybe something on 
amusing tricks to teach your 
elephant. But apparently there 
aren't enough people interested 
in teaching tricks to elephants 
to make such books worthwhile. 
“I drove ‘em crazy at the li- 
brary,” Floyd recalls, “but it 
seemed to be the only subject

written a book about.” 


So Floyd started shadowing 
elephant trainers in circuses 
and at other zoos. Some of 
them, he says, were cagey about 
giving away their secrets. 
Others were willing to help, but 
one of the first things Floyd 
learned was that elephants, like 
people, are individuals. 

“A trainer would tell me how 
he taught an elephant to do a 
certain trick. But‘ then, he 
would point out, that method 
would only work on that ele- 
phant. He tried it on other ele- 
phants, and it didn’t work at 
all. Whereas, on the other hand, 
you take this other elephant—.” 

Well, there was only one 
thing for Floyd to do, and 


- that was work it out for himself, 


And that’s what he’s done. 


The number one secret is pa- 
tience and perseverance. Just 
doing a thing over and*over and 
over and over until you think 
you're going to tear your hair 
out, or shoot the elephants, then 
suddenly, bingo, they get it. 

Take, for instance, the oldest, 
the most traditional of all ele- 
phant routines*walking around 
holding tails in trunks. “It looks 
so simple,” Floyd says as he 
slaps. his forehead, “and you'd 
think it would be easy, but it’s 
one of the hardest. 


“You start with, say, two ele- 
phants. You take hold of the 
tail of one and the trunk of 
the other, and you walk around 
and around and around, with 
you in the middle. That way one 
elephant gets used to something 
holding her tail—they hate to 
have anything holding their 
tails—and the other elephant 
gets used to walking around 
holding something with her 
trunk.” 


“Well, when you've done that 
for hours, or days, then you 
put the first elephant’s tail in 
the other elephant’s trunk. But 
the second elephant won't hold 
it. You have to fold the end

of her trunk around it, hold it 
there, and then walk around 
and around—.” 


In time, they make a long 
job a little shorter, they get 
about four assistant trainers, 
all walking around between ele- 
phants, trying to get them to 
take hold and keep a-hold. Then, 
one glorious day, it happens, 
and on the word of command 
they take hold of each other's 
tails and trot around the ring, 
and the odds are about two 
thirds of the spectators think 
they’re only doing what comes 
naturally. 


Floyd has an elephant that 
stands on one forefoot, and an- 
other that takes several steps 
walking on her front fect with 
her rear feet in the air. There 
are two ways of teaching ele- 
phants those kind of tricks, 
Floyd points out. One is by 
hoisting them. Using a block 
and tackle, the trainer hoists 
the elephant into the position 
he wants it to assume, ahd in 
time it gets through to the ele- 
phant that it might as well 
stand on one foot because it’s 
going to get hoisted anyway. 


The other method, which 
Floyd generally uses, is just 
patience and prodding. And re- 
warding. Floyd always carries a 
pocketful of carrots—elephants 
are nuts about carrots—and 
when one of his charges shows 
signs of progress, it gets a 
mouthful of carrots. 


The eight elephants which 
are now starring in Smith’s 
Elephant Follies are Asiatic el- 
ephants and they range in age 
from three to six years. When 
they were donated to the zoo 
by Augustus Busch a couple of 
years ago, the old elephants 
were sold and Smith started 
writing a whole new show 
around the new stars. After 
more than a year of training, 
they made their debut late this 
summer. 

Smith is convinced that ele- 


phants have about the highest 
1.Q. among the animals, next to 
dogs and horses. “I've trained 
kangaroos, goats, ponies, 
chimps and elephants,” he says, 
“and the elephants are the eas- 
iest to train. The hardest? Kan- 
garoos. Deliver me from a kan- 
garoo.”

Smith insists. Very definite, in 
fact.

well organized, he is going to 
start training them. The first 
step, he explains, is to start 
feeding them, which he does 
himself, and by hand. This way 
they not only get to know him, 
but they come to think of him 
as the guy what brings the 
carrots every day. After they 
get to know you, like you, and 
feel,more or less dependent on 
you, then you can start train- 
ing them. The elephants from 
Africa, Smith says, could be 
compared to a race horse, 
whereas the Asiatics are like 
Missouri mules. “As long as 
they're fed regularly and cared 
for,” he says, “they're happy 
anywhere, doing anything.” 
There are a lot of popular 
ideas about elephants, most of 
them fallacious. Smith and his 
assistants spend a good deal 
of their time answering ques- 
tions about them. One of them 
is the old fallacy that elephants 
are morbidly afraid of a mouse 
and will have fits of emotional 
hysteria if one comes around. 


“Absolutely nothing to it,” 
Smith says. “We've even put 
mice in with them to prove it. 
The mice scurried around in 
the hay, and the elephants paid 
absolutely no attention to them. 
The only elephant I ever saw 
pay attention te mice was a 
big old girl we had in the old 
elephant house. 


“The mice, attracted by the 
grain and hay we fed the ele- 
phants, would come jin there 
in herds. This old elephant 
would watch them awhile, then 
she would aim her trunk at 
them, let loose with a blast of 
air, and the mice would go 
tumbling across the floor like 
something out of a Disney car- 
toon. It was a scream.” 

Then there's the one about 
how an elephant never forgets. 
“Hah!” says Smith. “They'd for- 
get how to do a trick in a 
week's time, if they didn't have 
to do it every day.” Smith 
lovked at the row of innocent 
looking elephants. “Of course,” 
he said, “it could be that they're 
just. kidding me.”
